tee and the United Palestine Ap- 
peal for the year 1938, shall be dis- 
tributed by such welfare funds to 
these two organizations in the pro- 
portion of 60 per cent to the Amer- 
ican Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee and 40 per cent to the 
United Palestine Appeal. It is un- 
derstood that any appropriations 
made by local Jewish welfare funds 
to other agencies engaged in fund- 
raising for overseas or Palestine 
purposes, not part of the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee or the United Palestine Ap- 
peal, shall not be considered as en- 
tering into the amounts upon which 
the ratio of 60 per cent—40 per 
cent is to be computed. 

The announcement’ explained 
that “while continuing their sep- 
arate fund-raising organizations 
and appeals,” the two organiza- 
tions have arranged to give the 
agreement practical effect. The 
agreement says that “the two org- 
anizations appeal to all welfare 
funds and to their respective local 
and sectional representatives to 
lend their utmost support to ef- 
fectuate the foregoing understand- 
ing.”

The Ecuadorean ruler telegraph- 
ed in reply that his government 
was free from “foreign doctrines” 
and had not issued the decree in 
order to discriminate against any 
race, but because it wished to pro- 
mote immigration which would be 
useful to the country. 

“Ecuador,” he said, “welcomes 
all foreigners, no matter to what 
race or nation they belong, who 
come into the country to work at 
agriculture or useful industries, 
instead of increasing the number 
of unemployed, or enlarging the 
paristic trade, which brings no 
benefits to the citizens in general.

JDG Ready With 
Aid For Rumania

NEW YORK—The Joint Distri- 
bution Committee stands ready to 
aid the Jews of Rumania as soon 
as conditions permit of planned 
activity, Alexander Kahn, vice-

“Just prior to the recent elec- 
tions in Rumania,” says the state- 
ment, “Dr. Bernhard Kahn, the 
European director of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, visited Rum- 
ania and, for the first time, all 
groups of Rumanian Jews—old Ru- 
manian, Bessarabian, Bukovina 
and Transylvanian—united to col- 
lect local funds and supervise the 
constructive economic and social 
work, 

“The plans of the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee include strength- 
ening the cooperation societies 
which in 1937 assured credits to 
40 per cent of Rumanian Jewry; 
establishment of new and expan- 
sion of old trade schools and train- 
ing homes; and widening the scope 
of free loan institutions which 
serve artisans and small merchants. 

“These plans were interrupted 
by politica] conditions in Rumania. 
The Joint Distribution Committee 
is ready to proceed with them as 
soon as it is possible to conduct 
planned activity in cooperation 
with local Jewish leaders through- 
out ‘Rumania.” 

The Jewish Labor Committee an- 
nounced that it had decided to al- 
lot the sum of $13,000 for emer- 
gency aid to Jews in Rumania. The 
decision was taken after a cabled 
appeal from Rumanian Jews had 
been read, 

The American ORT Federation

7 Nations Sign 
Gonvention On 
Refugee Status

GENEVA — Seven governments 
signed a convention for the regula- 
tion of the legal status of German 
refugees at a public session con- 
cluding an intergovernmental con- 
ference. The convention goes into 
effect in March. The signatories 
are Britain, France, Belgium, 
Spain, the Netherlands, Denmark 
and Norway. All made reserva- 
tions regarding the sections deal- 
ing with social relief and regard- 
ing the application of the conven- 
tion to colonies and protectorates. 
Four additional countries—Cuba, 
Switzerland, Sweden and Czechos- 
lovakia—signed a codicil recom- 
mending the establishment of a 
special commission in each country 
to deal with questions respecting 
refugees and to cooperate with or- 
ganizations for refugee assistance, 
Poland refused to sign either the 
convention or the codicil. The 
Netherlands representative, before 
signing, made a declaration stress- 
ing the need of an international 
organization to deal with emigra- 
tion of refugees and announcing 
that the Netherlands was raising 
the question at the September ses- 
sion of the League of Nations As- 
sembly. The proposal was sup- 
ported by Great Britain, Spain, 
Belgium, Poland and Switzerland. 
The convention extends the term 
“German refuge” to include those 
“Staatenlose” (stateless persons) — 
who previously were refugees in 
Germany. Persons who leave Ger- 
many in the future for economic, 
fiscal and military reasons are not 
to be considered as refugees. Ref- 
ugees will be given passports and 
the right to work in the countries 
signing the convention if they are 
residents in the country for three 
years, are married to nationals of 
the country of residence, or are 
parents of children who are citi- 
zens of the country.

Clinchy turned his mind backwards. 

“Yes, it is amazing what Ameri- 
cans have accomplished.” There 
was no false modesty about this 
still very youthful man. Devout- 
ly attached to a cause, a work to 
which he first dedicated himself at 
the age of 32, Dr. Clinchy has seen 
his dream of ten years ago grow 
to a stature completely beyond his 
fondent expectations. A man who 
realized the pitfalls of such a work 
as he was to undertake, he had al- 
ways proceeded slowly, fully aware 
that one false step could undo the 
work of years. Nevertheless, in 
its conservative, unsensational 
manner the National Conference 
has grown. 

“We believed ten years ago,” he 
said, “that if reasonable and intel- 
ligent Christians and. Jews could 
meet at a friendly round table they 
would resolve many of the prejud- 
ices, trivial in truth but sometimes 
enormous in consequences. At the 
very outset of our movement, Mr. 
Baker defined it in the following 
well chosen words: ‘The National 
Conference associates a number of 
thoughtful and earnest people in 
an effort to analyze, to moderate, 
and finally to eliminate a system 
of prejudice which we have in part 
inherited and which disfigures and

Data On Jews 
Asked In Survey 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
MEXICO CITY—With further 
immigration temporarily halted, 
the Mexican Government asked the 
Jewish Chamber of Commerce to 
supply data on the Jewish colony 
in Mexico to aid the Interior De- 
partment’s survey of immigrants 
aimed at formulating a new entry 
policy. The nation-wide investiga- 
tion of immigrants’ status is being 
conducted in accordance with a de- 
cision requiring the establishment 
of “protected zones” within which 
only Mexican small merchants can 
operate.

information required in- 


|cludes data of entry of each im- 


number of 
nationality, 


migrant, occupation, 
workers he employs, 


whether thé immigrant is a citizen, | 


whether he left close relatives in 
his country of origin and whether 
they require his help. In demand- 
ing the statistics, F. Trejo, chief 
of the population bureau of the In- 
terior Department, assured repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish Chamber 
of Commerce that there was no 
anti-Semitic motive behind them 
and that he believed Jews were 
desirable immigrants. He made 
clear, however, the Government’s 
policy of ‘“Mexicanization” of econ- 
omic life. 

, It was decided to call an urgent 
meeting of all Jewish organiza- 
tions to discuss these and other de- 
mands and to reach a unified stand 
regarding the situation. 

No entry permits are now being 
issued, Mr, Trejo told the delega- 
tion, adding that 80 to 90 requests 
for them daily are being rejected. 
Discussing Jewish immigrants, he 
said that, unlike other immigrants, 
Jews did not leave the country and 
kept their capital in the country. 
His only criticism of Jewish immi- 
grants, he asserted, was that they 
failed to assimilate, but that this 
was not serious, since it would be 
remedied in the second generation. 

Mexico is interested in building 
a business structure of its own, Mr. 
Trejo said. It is planned to teach 
Mexican youths, with the help of 
immigrants, to become business 
men. Foreign merchants will be 
asked to employ Mexican youths 
and train them.

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‘The Fault, Dear Brutus, Is Not In Our Stars But In Ourselves’ 


W HEN for the second time in the past year, 

the Anglo-Jewish press was discussed be- 
fore a forum which in effect meant national at- 
tention, it could have been expected that treat- 
ment given the subject would have been more 
profound and less insipid. 

Of the two papers which this paper has seen 
in full, that of Alexander Brin, of The Jewish 
Advocate, of Boston, and that of David J. Galter, 
neither delved into the subject in any thoughtful 
sense at all, and both repeated sterotyped para- 
graphs which a child could have composed. Jew- 
ish papers serve a real educational purpose, Mr. 
Brin, discovered; while Mr. Galter found out that 
rabbis do not but should urge their congregants 
to subscribe to Anglo-Jewish newspapers. 

If the New York Times were not being pur- 
chased by the reading public, Alfred Hays Sulz- 
berger would likely try to find out what was 
wrong with his paper, instead of worrying about 
what was wrong with the reading public. Yet 
in any heretofore discussion of the Anglo-Jewish 
press, very little consideration has been given 
the newspapers which compose the Anglo-Jewish 
press, and practically all the talk has centered 
around the decade old realization that most 
anglo-Jewish papers stir the community in which 
they are printed about as much as the death of 
an Ethiopian would interest an Italian fascist. 

Most Jewish families would subscribe to their 
local Jewish newspapers, if they were solicited 
properly for a subscription. At least eighty per- 
cent of Jewish homes would no doubt pay any- 
where from $1.00 to $5.00 per year for a local 
publication provided the same selling job were 
done on it as the daily newspaper accomplishes 
for its wares. In fact in a great many cities, it 
can honestly be said, most Jewish families have 
never been approached. How much circulation 
would the Louisville Times or The Indianapolis 
Times be able to boast, were they to wait for 
people to subscribe voluntarily, while editorially 
they tore their hair because the citizenry didn’t 
have enough interest to walk into the office and 
lay down money. 


If circulation is a worry of the Anglo-Jew- 


ish press, then advertising is a Sword of Damos- 
cles. And here too, it must be declared, the 
anglo-Jewish paper does not go out to solicit. 


Every Anglo-Jewish publication edits a splendid 
(from an advertising standpoint) New Year and 
Passover edition. Why? Because non-Jews re- 
alize the significance of the occasion and rush to 
send in their greetings. Of course not. It is be- 
cause at this time, the newspapers actually em- 
ploy men and brains to sell advertising space. 
Yet during the remainder of the year, they are 
content to sit back, starve bitterly and write ed- 
itorials complaining because Jews do not use their 
paper as advertising media. 

It has always been this paper’s contention 
that people will pay to read an interesting paper. 

So where is the fault? The Jewish public? 
The news? The fact that the radio and the 
daily papers carry so much Jewish news? This 
paper believes otherwise. This paper believes 
the fault lies with the editors themselves. In 
too many cases they are exshoe salesmen, ex-bar- 
bers, and otherwise incompetent, and in many 
cases illiterate individuals, who hope to pull 
themselves up by the bootstraps into leadership 
in the community, financial and otherwise. 

To what else can be attributed the popularity 
of canned editorials. To what else can be at- 
tributed the fact that makeup (pleasing arrange- 
ment of news) is as foreign to most Anglo-Jew- 
ish newspapers, as mercy is to a Japanese soldier. 
Why else would local news in too many papers 
appear as it is sent in, with no cutting and no 
re-arrangement into newspaper style. 

The subject of rabbis and their refusal to 
urge their congregations to subscribe to news- 
papers is another and more lengthy subject which 
will be discussed subsequently. 

As long as intelligent men like Brin and Gal- 
ter, in discussing the Anglo-Jewish press, refuse 
are or are unable to probe deep enough to dis- 
cover the faults of the situation, the press and 
the Jewish readers will not be benefitted by sym- 
posiums. The only optimistic note in the entire 
dscussion is the discussion itself, which is an 
admittance that something is wrong. The fact 
that two symposiums on the situation have been 
held in comparatively recent months is the best 
indication that a better relation may be brought 
about between paper and reader, and that na- 
tional leaders may be turning towards the idea 
that anglo-Jewish newspapers are more valuable 
than just for use during campaigns for money. 


Comments On Current Topics 


From An Article By M. R. In The Catholic 
Weekly Paper Of Pittsburgh, In Which Rabbi J. 
X. Cohen Is Criticized.—Catholics must have read 
with amazement, not unmixed with resentment 
and indignation, a speech given by Rabbi J. X. 
Cohen, of New York City, before the American 
Jewish Congress in Pittsburgh last week. Speak- 
ing of the alleged discrimination against mem- 
bers of his race, he is reported by the press as 
saying “that economic persecution of Jews in 
New York calls to mind the Spanish Inquisition 
when thousands of Jews had to turn Catholic to 
save their necks.” 

“The sale of crucifixes in New York is increas- 
ing daily,” he is quoted as saying. “Jewish girls 
find it necessary to wear them when they apply 
for a job.” 

The vexed Catholic, reading these words, 
might well have asked himself what was the pur- 
pose behind them? Why were the Inquisition, 
that old stand-by of the Catholic-baiter, and the 
crucifixes, so universally associated with the 
Catholic faith, dragged in? Are Catholics the 
only, or even the principal, employers of labor in 
New York? Why were they singled out as the 
alleged offenders? And the same Catholic reader 
might well be pardoned if he concluded, as most 
readers must have concluded, that here was a 
deliberate attempt to fix in the public mind the 
idea that Catholics are and have been, persecu- 
tors of the Jewish race...... 

Within the past year, the Catholic Associa- 
tion for OInternational Peace declared in a pamph- 
let issued under its authority: “As Christians we 
must exert ourselves to the utmost in order to 
dispel the prevalent poisonous anti-Jewish atmos- 
phere of falsehood and hate.” 

These quotations express truthfully what has 
ever been the attitude and the policy of the 
Catholic Church towards the -people of Israel. 
Typical of this attitude and policy on the part 
of the Papacy, is this quotation from a Brief of 


<= - 
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Pope Innocent III in the 12th century: 
“However obdurate they may be, their refusal 
to hearken to the Prophets, to accept the doc- 
trine of the gospel, and to acknowledge the di- 
vinity of Jesus Christ is no reason why we should 
withhold protection from them. And moved by 
Christian charity, we accord it to them, as our 
predecessors of happy memory, Calixtus, Eugene, 
Alexander, Clement, and Celestine have done. No 
Christian must force a Jew to receive Baptism, 
for faith does not come by constraint.—No Chris- 
tian shall presume to do any injury to a Jew 
in person without a judicial sentence, nor seize 
their goods, nor infringe on their ancient usages 
in those countries where they have a permanent 
residence.—All this under pain of excommunica- 


tion.’”’

David J. Galter, Editor Says The Jewish 
Press Must Be Self Supporting If It Is To Be 
Independent.—Shall this Jewish press be subven- 
ventioned? ‘The answer is an emphatic no, Sub- 
vention is a doubtful if not a dangerous pallia- 
tive. The pitfalls are too many to enumerate 


here. All too frequently subvention leads to sub-. 


mersion and subversion. This applies not only 
to the local weekly newspapers but also, indeed 
even more so, to the national or international 
news agency. Under no condition must this be 
done in camera. To be of value the newspaper or 
the news agency must not be the property of 
ony one group within the community. Jewish 
life is too complex for any one group by virtue 
of financial crcumstances to place itself in a pre- 
ferred or more advantageous position. A sub- 
ventioned press is not unlike the rich man’s son 
who paid the tutor to give him a passing mark 
in the final examination. It is the wrong ap- 
proach—wrong both from the point of view of 
the prestige of the Jewish press and wrong also 
from the point of view of the best interests of 
the Jewish community.
